I have "before me the infotmation you promised to send 
me per our conversation over the phone while you was down in this 
field some few'days ago. I assure you I regret very much that it 
was not convenient for you to pay me a call so I could gone over 
our Scrip matter which I feel would "been much more satisfactory if 
we could talked this over in person, Rather then trying to explain 
the details on paper. Any way you had a personal talk with Mr. Mead,'"' 
and he no doubt gave you his view on the matter towards us getting 
Scrip made up for both half 3 ..I have went over this matter also and’ 
do not see where this is going to be to any advantage. Still if Mr.

Our Scrip clerk and myself had talked this matter over 
several times, And we feel it would be better to have the Dollar 
Scrip’s which is issued from the office, To be made up in two dif¬ 
ferent kinds of Scrip,-Say Brass to designate one half, And Alum¬ 
inum or some different kind of metal that will hold it’s color 
indefinitely to designate the other. Our view on this matter is 
that if the Scrip to be issued was all one kind and wa3 stamped 
First Half and Second Half, This Scrip would always look alike and 
in order to tell what half it belonged in the book keeper or Scrip 
clerk would have to stop and note every piece to see what was stamped " 
on it,’First Half or Second Half’ So we feel it will be much more 
convenient to have two different Scrip's and in this way the Scrip 
clerk could tell at a glance what half he was issueing them on. Nov; 
so far as the change, I feel it will be O.K. to have it all Brass the 
same as one of the Dollar will be made from. But still it will have 
to have the reading on it to comply with the law. 

Now as to the amounts of this Scrip, It will be necessary 
to have 1200 pieces of the $1.00 Scrip in the Brass for one half, And 
the same amount of pieces in the Aluminum for the other half. Then for 
the change you will no doubt have a list to make this up from. And for 
your information we will have to have change to take care of a buisness 
of from $14,000.00 to $15,000.00 per month. Please bear this in mind,We 
want plenty of 5^ and 10^ pieces for this is the kind of change that we 
seem tc always run short on the most.
